Charges of Bribery Freely Hurled 
from Member to Member, . 


Rouvier, Clemenceau and Others 
Placed on Their Defense. 


of Both Houses—Paria Wildly Ex- 
citéd Over the Latest? Phase 
of the Scandal,

Pants, Dec. 20.—[By Cable and 
ciated Press.] Floquet, President 
the Chamber of Deputies, announced to 
the house today that he had received 
application for authority to prosecuté 
Rouvier, ex-Minister of Finance; Jules 
ex-Minister of Commerce; 
Emanuel Arene, member for Corsica; 
Antoin Proust, member for Deux Sevres; 
Baron Jean de Loubeyran, member for 
Loudon, and Joseph Dugugne de Ifa 
Fauconnerie, member for Orne. This 
letter, Floquet said, was frotm the Pro 
cureur General. It stated that the ap- 
plication was made on the ground that 
the examining magistrate in the 
Panama Canal case had received many 
check stubs on which appeared the 
initials of the deputies, and that com- 
promising evidence against the indi- 
viduals in question had been laid before 
the Parliamentary Investigating Com- 
mission, especially as to the part they 
took in the lottery issue. 

The application could not be granted 
without the consent of the House, as 
the Deputies, under the law, were ex- 
empt from certain legal proceedings. 

The Chamber decided that the stand- 
ing committee should meet and con- 
“sider the application. The sitting then 
adjourned. 

In the Senate, M. Leroyer, the Pres- 
ident, stated that he had received a 
demand for the prosecution of Senators 
Reinault, Albert, Grevy, Peral, Theve- 
not aud Deves. 

The matter was similarly referred, 

ROUVIER ON HIS DEFENSE.* 


Rouvier appeared before the standing 
committee, of which he is a member. 
in his own defense. He was glad, he 
said, of an opportunity. to explain his 
position... There was nothing in the 
documents seized to prove that he had 
ever received a check from anybody in 
the interest of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany. He had served the State in a 
high office for several years, and had 
always deemed it his duty to preserve 
silence as regards certain facts. The 
accusations made against his honor and 
integrity relieved him of the slightest 
obligation, and he would now speak out 
in the Chamber without reserve. 

Before the Chamber resumed bus- 
iness this statement had gone abroad 
and caused intense excitement. The 
galleries were packed. 


was read by Chairman Miller, and fa- 
vored granting the application for au- 
thority to prosecute, but in the intense. 
anxiety of the moment it was hardly 
noticed. All waited impatiently for 
the explanations of. the accused mem- 
bers. 

Deputy Arene was the first one to 
protest innocence. 

Then Rouvier ascended the speaker's 
tribune. He made a general emphatic 
denial that he had accepted checks from 
the Panama Canal Company or its 
agents, or had any discreditable con- 
nection of anv sort with the company’s 
enterprise. When he came into power 
he found the secret service fund inade- 
quate for the defense of the republic. 
As, in orderto govern well, he and his 
colleagues must have money, which the 
secret service funds lacked, he had re- 
course to personal friends for sufficient 
money to tide over the temporary diffi- 
culty. 

BEDLAM BREAKS LOOSE. 

The confusion was great in the cham- 
ber asthe deputies became convinced 
that Rouvier was.evading the issue. 
There was an outbreak of howls and de- 
risive laughter. Rouvier shouted: 
‘“‘What I did, all public men have done. 
Had | not adopted that course the men 
now interrupting me would not now be 
seated on these benches.’’ 

Bedlam broke loose the moment these 
words were uttered. After the demon- 
stration had spent itself, Rouvier con- 
tinued: ‘‘lam perfectly ready to ge 
before any tribunal; I never derived the 
slightest benefit from the Panama‘ 
Canal Company. I challenge investi- 
gation.”’ 


This provoked another hostile demon- 
stration. 

When order was restored, the report 
of the committee in favor of prosecu- 
tion was adopted. 

Deroulede was then asked what action 
the disciplinary council of the Legion 
of Honor haddecided totake against 
Herz, 

Deroulede responded and made a most 
virulent personal attack upon Clemen- 
ceau. Hedeclared that Herz tried to 
bribe Boulangists with Panama Canal 
money, but “they refused to touch it. 
Deroulde shouted to Clemenceau, ‘‘Why 
did this Herz give f.600,000 to La Jus- 
tice?’ 

CLEMENCEAU SHAKES HIS FI8T. 

Clemenceau, white with rage, sprang 
to his feet, and, shaking both fists 
toward Deroulede, snouted back an an- 
swer which nobody could hear in the 
general confusion. Deroulede closed 
with an attack on the ‘Mutual Benefit 
Association, not of Socialists and revo- 
lutionaries, but of rich men’s pam- 
perers.’’ 

Clemenceau replied that Deroulede’s 
attacks were pernicious, shameless and 
without foundation. Although he had 
not written proofs of inno- 
cence, he defied Deroulede to substan- 
tiate the charges just made. He would 
not answer these brazen slanderers in 
the Chamber, but would demand per- 
sonal satisfaction immediatély after ad- 
journment. The attacks of the last 
speaker on Herz were based on false- 
hood and imagination, Boulanger had 
no more devoted friend than Dr. Herz. 


In conclusion, Clemenceau cried out: 


Permission Asked to mend 


The report of the standing committee | 


‘Deroulede accused me of betray- 
ing my country by introducing foreign 
influence. Deroulede lies!’’ 

DEFENDING BOULANGER’S MEMORY. 

After another scene of wild disorder, 
Luciene Millevoye, Boulangist deputy 
for Somme, rose to defend, as he said, 
the memory of Boulanger against the 
aspersions cast on it by Clemenceau’s 
statement concerning friendship be- 
tween Herz andthis great man. He 
then let loose a torrent of abuse on 
Clemenceau, accusing him of accepting 
millions in bribes, and of advising the 
abandonment of Egypt by the French 
government. 

Inthe succeeding tumult Millevoye 
turned on Floquet, who was trving to 
restore order, and shouted athim an 
insulting name. ‘The Minister of Justice 
announced that he would arraign Herz 
before the council and Deroulede with 
an interpellation. The chamber then 
adjourned, 

AFTER THE ADJOURNMENT. 

The bitter feeling aroused during the 

sitting led to many wrangles, and it is 


1 believed a number of duels will result. 


Deroulede and Millevoye have already 
sent seconds to Clemenceau. 

Victor de Lesseps testified before the 
Investigating Committee today that he 
was not concerned in the lottery issue, 
and was ignorant of any attempt to 
bribe any one. 

A search today in a photographer's 
establishment disclosed proofs and neg- 
atives ot Thieree checks. When con- 
fronted with them Thieree revealed the 
hiding place of the stubs and these were 
seized. Baron de Reinach's place “was 
also examined today. Many original 
documents have been abstracted and 
réplaced with copies, 

The greatest excitement prevailed on 
the streets until a late hour tonight. 
Some papers published as many as 
seven extra editions, and large groups 
of people gathered about the lamp- 
posts reading them and excitedly dié- 
cussing the situation. The scene pre- 
sented has not been equalled in many 
years. 

ERIFFEL DEFIES HIS ACCUSERS. 

It has been reported for a day or two 
that Eiffel has fled to avoid arrest. A 
reporter found him at the Rue Rabelais. 
“| have not run away,’’ said hesharply. 
‘Tam ready to account for my conduct. 
If L have been successful in my transac- 
tions with the Panama Canal Company 
it is nobody’s business. I never at- 
tempted to bribe any member of Par- 
liament. If I made enormous profits, 
the money is quite safe where nobody 
will get it,,amd my family will not be in 
need if I be unjustly molested.’’ 

It is currentiy reported that Eiffel re- 
céntly withdrew f.9,000,000 from the 
Bank of France, and transferred prop- 
ony to his wife amounting to f.6,000,- 


Lonpon, Dec, 20.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Times, writing on to- 
day’s eventssays: ‘“‘Whatis now oc- 
curring is a mere prelude. All French 
history proves that such periods of 
trouble are percursors of revolution. 
So far the streets.are quiet, but the 
silence warrants mistrust.”’ 

The Paris correspondent of the Stand- 
ard says: ‘‘Confinement in the Mazan 
prison has so seriousiv affected the 
health of Charles de Lesseps, M. Fon- 
taine and M. San Leroy, that they have 
been removed to the infirmary.’’ 


CHARGES OF FRAUD. 


Trouble in a Corporation in Which Many 
Women Own Stock. 


Cuicsco Dec. 20.—[By the Associated 
Press.]| Mrs. Sarah W. Pratt and Mary 
F. Swarthout, respectively president 
and vice-president of the Columbia 
Laundry Company, have filed a bill in 
court charging Gen. Walter McBride 
and several others of the management 
with running a fraudulent concern. By 
cleverly worded contracts, they say 


{that McBride received half the entire 


subscriptions to the capital stock, 
which now foots up to $80.000. They 
assert that a misleading advertisement 
Was inserted in the papers, and numer- 
ous women induced by false pretenses 
to purchase stock. None but women 
are allowed to subscribe, and the stock- 
holdefé are scattered throughout the 
West and South. 

‘In a directory of the company are Mrs. 
Addie Schuyler, now at the head of the 
Pennsylvania Central State Normal 
school; Mrs. Susan Harlow, wife of Gen. 
Harlow, the ex-Secretary of Stat - of Illi- 
nois; Mrs. Sallie Moses, president of 
the Women's Publishing Company, and 
Marion Harland, the authoress. These 
ladies, however, are said to know noth- 
ing of the alleged fraud or manner in 
which affairs are run. 


_ THE PRESIDENT’S- PLANS. 


He May Accept @ Professorship in Stan- 
ford University. 

San Francisco, Dec. 20.—[By the 
Associated .Press.] The statement is 
published this morning that at the close 
of his administration, March 4 next, 
President Harrison will become a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Stanford Univer- 
sity, having been eagaged to deliver a 
course of lectures on law as a non-resi- 
dent professor. This would necessitate 
occasional trips to this State from Indi- 
anapolis, where itis understood Presi- 

ent Harrison will locate, and might 
result in his making California -_ win- 
ter residence each year. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 20. —The state- 
ment ina San Francisco dispatch that 
President Harrison, at the expiration 
of his term, will become a member of 
the facuity of Stanford University, hav- 
ing accepted a proposition to deliver a 
series of lectures on law, receives par- 
tialconfirmation. It is ascertained that 
the matter was informally discussed 
but not formally bropght to the Presi- 
dent’s attention. 


To Form @ Big Beer Trust. 

New Haven (Ct.,) Dec. 20.—The great 
European financiers, the Rothschilds, 
are said to be leaders in an enterprise 
which, in its tine, surpasses anything of 
the kind ever conceived in this country. 
It is their purpose to estabiish an im- 
mense beer trust, with headquarters in 
New York and with branch business of- 
fices and warehouses in at least a dozen 
New England cities,with the same num- 
ber in Western towns. The ultimate 
end is the extinction of all smaller con- 
cerns of the country. 


A Dishonest Postal Clerk. 

New York, Dec. 20.—Charles L, Cad- 
man, aclerk at the wholesale stamp 
window in the general postofiice, has 
disappeared, leaving a shortage of be- 
tween five and: ten thousand dollars.

The Monterey Given Another 
Trial. 


Her Huge Engines Now Tested Under 
a Forced Draft. 


Torrents of Water Fly Over Her Bow 
Upon the Deck. 


Experts Say This Was to Be Expected in. 


a Vessel of Her Type—The Defend- 
Performance Generally 
Satisfactory. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Dec. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.]| The new coast de- 
fense vessel Monterey was given her 
second trial run onthe bay today, .pre- 
liminary to her official trial trip, which 
is expected to occur within a few days. 
No attempt was made to force the en- 
gines to their full power, though 
greater speed was developed and fora 
greater length of time than during the 


ppreliminary run yesterday. 


The Monterey was under way today 
for five hours, and during the greatest 
part ofthat time her furnaces were 
worked under a forced draft and the 
engines made an average of 130 revo- 
lutions per minute, maximum being 
1835. There was nota hitch in the 
machinery at any time during 
the run. The engines worked smoothly 
in every particular and there 
was no occasion to slow down or 
decrease the power they were develop- 
ing forthe purpose of making adjust- 
ments or alterations. No effort was 
made to obtain an accurate estimate of 
the speea which the vessel developed, 
owing to the fact that the question of 
speed does not enter into the require- 
ments of the contract between the Gov- 
ernment and the Union Iron Works, the 
chief requirement being that the vessel 
shall develop 5400 horse power. A 
patent log was in use during part of the 
run, and several observations which 
were made by means of it indicated a 
speed of between twelve and thirteen 
knots per hour. Shore bearings were 
also taken, but were not regarded as 
accurate. These indicated greater 
speed, the highest estimate being four- 
teen and two-tenths knots. The run to. 
day had partly the appearance of an 
official trial, owing to the fact that all 
members of the naval board who will 
conduct the official trial were on board. 
The members of the trial board are 
Rear Admiral George Brown, Capt. 
Louis F® Bempff, Chief Engineers 
George F. Kutz, Joseph Trilley and 
George J. Kurnap, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Edwin C. Pendleton, Lieuts. 
James W. Carlin, R. F. Nicholson and 
George W. Dinfield and Assistant Naval 
Constructors Davii W. Taylor and A\l- 
bert W. Stahl. 

The members of the board of naval 
engineers, who will take the data upon 
which the computations for horse-power 
will be made, were also aboard today 
with the exception of one officer, Chief 
Engineer George W. Magee. The mem- 
bers of the engineer board who were on 
the Monterey were Chief Engineers 
George F. Kutz, Joseph Trilley, George 
J. Burnap, Albert C. Engard and Rob- 
ert W. Milligan; Passed Assistant En- 
gineers Charles P. Howell, William 
Rowbotham, George D, Strickland, Will- 
iam B. Dunning, Howard Gage, Andrew 
M. Hunt and Thomas F. Carter, and As- 
sistant Engineers Solon Arnold, Emil 
Theiss and William C. Herbert. 

The contractors were represented by 
Henry T. Scott, president of the Union 
Iron Works, Expert Engineer W. R. 
Eckart, Chief Engineer Robert Forsyth 
and E. T. Morris. The vessel was in 
command of Capt. Charles Winan 
Goodall, with William Field as first offi- 
cer, both of whom served inthe same 
capacities on the trial trips of the 
cruisers Charleston and San Francisco. 

The vessel left her moorings about 11 
o’clock, and headed for a point between 
Goat Island and the San Francisco side 
of the bay. By the time that she had 
passed the east end of Goat Island her 
engines had been worked up to over 
one hundred revolutions, which gave 
her an estimated speed of ten or eleven 
knots. She soon began to show that 
her low freeboard was calculated to 
make it decidedly uncomfortable on the 
forwird deck. The water commenced 
to run over her bow, and it grew in 
volume as the speed increased until 
right at the point of her bow there was 
a steady stream pouring on her three 
feet above the deck. She was heading 
for Red Rock then, withaclear passage 
way, and her engines continued to work 
faster and faster until they attained an 
average of 130 revolutions. 

With then engines working at this 
rate the volume of water which was 
pouring over her bow increased until 
there wasatorrent rushing over the 
forward part of the deck for a distance 
of thirty or forty feet back of the 
hawse pipes. The wave submerged the 
flagstaff in the bow toa point four or 
five feet above the deck, but the depth 
of the wave rapidly decreased as the 
water rushed over the hawse pipes. 
The main volume of water was justat the 
point of the bow, where the hawse pipes, 
covered by immense iron hoods, are lo- 
cated, and these, with large anchors, 
which were secured on both sides of the 
hawse pipes, formed a _ breastwork 
which caused the water to bank at that 
point. The wave was broken up before 
it reached within ten feet of the for- 
ward turret and ran off the sides with- 
out causing any flood near the turret, 
though there were smail streams run- 
ning along the sides for a considerable 
distance back of that point. The bay 
was smooth and the vessel was perfectly 
steady, without any tendency to pitch 
or dip her bow in the water. Members 
of the naval board expressed no sur- 
prise at the manner in which she threw 
the wave over her bow, and stated that 
| nothing else could be expected of a ves- 
sel of the Monitor type with such a.low 
treeboard as the Monterey has. 

After the Monterey reached Red Rock 
she turned and went over the course 
again, returning to Hunter’sPoint. On 
her return trip the engineer board took 
data in the engine-room and fire-room. 
upon which horse power computations

TRIED FOR HIS LIFE, 


A Utah Man Called to Account for Killing 
Three Thieves. 

Denver (Colo.,) Dec. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.}] A telegram from 
Provo, Utah, says that Capt. Davis, 
who wiped out the Brock gang at West 
Water, near the Colorado line, last Au- 
gust, by killing Charles Brock, Charles 
Miller and H. Duzel, is now on trial for 
his life in Provo. 

The only eye-witness was Frank 
Grant, who accompanied Davis to 
Brock’s cabin, where the killing took 
place. He testifies that he, with Davis, 
went to Brock’s cabin for thieves who 
were supposed to have stolen his pony 
and attempted to burn his stacks. Wit- 
ness stated that Davis was assailed by 
Duzel with a club near the door of the 
house as they came up, and shot him 
through the cheek. Miller, who shot at 
Davis through the window, was next 
fired upon by Davis and killed by a/)bul- 
let through the brain. They met Brock 
as they were going home. They quar- 
relled and Davis was struck with a pair 
of iron hobbles. He then fired two 
shots at Brock, killing him instantly, 
one shot striking him in the side, the 
other in the side of the head.

Bishop Cotter Thinks Its Phenomena are 
Not Supernatural.

‘Rome, Dec. 20 —[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| Mgr. Satolli has sent to 
Cardinal Rampolla an important letter 
containing two decisions and a report 
of the proceedings of the American 
Bishops’ Conference, dnd Rampolla has 
replied without defay, expressing the 
Pope’s satisfaction with the communi- 
cation, and giving further instructions 
regarding Satolli’s mission to the 
United States. ° 

A high church authority says that the 
Vatican is, in fact, well pleased with 
the decisions of the conference on the 
scholastic questions, considering them" 
at once moderate and tending to union 
and peace. This satisfaction is all the 
more lively seeing that the resolutions 
are in harmony with the precise in- 
structions given by the Pope to Satolli. 
The, Pope would have opposed abso- 
lutely any result of the conference 
tending to hamper his policy of pacifi- 
cation, or encourage dissension between 
the American sentiment and the episco- 
pate, or between religion and the State. 
The high authority adds: ‘I readin 
an American paper a statement to the 
effect that Satolli' received from 
Rome power to decide without 
appeal questions pending between 
bishops and priests. This secret 
has been opportunely divulged, and 

am able to add, without in-, 
discretion, that Satolli. before leav- 
ing Rome, was furnished with this and 
other powers held by the prefect of 
the Propaganda. The holy father in 
thus acting has desired that Satolli’s 
mission shall contribute to the normal 
development of the church and to the 
peace and prosperity of the young 
American democracy. The American 
church now adopts the broad signifi- 
cation of tolcrart posse.recently pro- 
nounced by the Congregation of the 
Propaganda, and the American Catho- 
licism henceforth possesses a complete 
charter. 

‘“‘Mgr. Ireland has begun what Rome 
has continued and what the episcopate 
has crowned.

stallion Stamboul (2:07) property of 
the late Walter S. Hobart of the Hobart 
farm, San Mateo, Cal., was sold by auc- 
tion at the American Institute building 
this forenoom for $41,000.

Two Ways of Doing a Thing. 

There are two ways of administering 
a public office, both of which may be 
classed as a performance of duty, and 
yet there is a wide difference in the re- 
sult—so wide, in fact, that one may be 
classed as ‘“‘how to do it’’ and the other 
as not todoit.’’ To bring our dis- 
cussion down to a specific basis, we will 
take a particular office, say that of Dis- 
tricvAttorney. Nowa District Attorney 
must naturally enjoy a wide latitude of 
discretion in the conduct of his office. 
He is charged with a heavy responsi- 
bility in representing the cause of the 
people against the most crafty and the 
most vicious elements ot the commu- 
nity. While seeking nothing more than 
justice through the courts, he should 
still be gifted with a keen insight, en- 
abling him to penetrate the thousand 
and one subterfuges by which honesty 
is simulated and justice is mocked. He 
is supposed to exercise, and, if he is to 


-be efficient, must exercise, his own dis- 


cretion in dealmg with the many af- 
fairs which are presented to his atten- 
tion. He must not waste his energies 
on trivialities, he must not make 
charges which there is no _ reason- 
able probability of sustaining with 
evidence, he must not lend his office to 
the furtherance of private spite or 
even to the satisfaction of public 
clamor, if he is satisfied that it is 
wrong. There is no office in which con- 


science is brought into play more fre- 


quently and in which a quick, positive, 
unerring judgment of men and manners 
is more frequently required than in the 
office of a District Attorney. He is the 
chosen champion of good morals and 
public safety, and, if he‘*be thoroughly 
imbued with his responsibilities, and 
thoroughl; sincere in the discharge of 
his duties, he shofild be free from out- 
side interference. 

But there are, as we say, two ways 
of conducting the affairs of a District 
Attorney's office, by one of which he 
may keep faith with the public accord- 
ing tothe letter, and by the other ac- 
cording to the spirit. It makes a great 


difference with the criminal classes, 


which course he adopts. As tothe pub- 
lic, it does not always discriminate be- 
tween the two different kinds of serv- 
ice rendered. 

To make our discussion still more spe- 
cific, we will say that a District Attor- 
ney, being a man of shrewdness and 
general information, knows of a great 
abuse which is being carried on in the 
community. Jt is an abuse which has 
hitherto escaped the law, and it is so 
craftily conducted, and the difficulties 
of producing incriminating evidence 
are so great, that it is a very serious 
question whether the perpetrators 
could be punished, even if they were 
arrested. There may be no special law 
interdicting and providing punishments 
for this particular crime. But in the 
conduct of a nefarious business, say 
like that of Chinese slavery, there may 
be numerous collateral crimes, which 
the perpetrators naturally must indulge 
in, such as perjury, abduction, robbery 
and the placing of girls and women in 
disreputable houses for purposes of 
prostitution. 

Now, we may suppose thata case of 
this ‘sorts comes to the surface, in 
which all the established features of a, 
Chinese slavery case are reénacted for 
the thousandth time, and soopenly that 
everybody who has a particle of intu- 
ition knows allabout it at a glance. 
The set characters are all there; the 
runaway slave girl; the pursuing high- 
binder, invoking the service of the 
minor courts on charges of petty lar- 
ceny, and so forth; ‘the sympathetic 
Christian people who hold out their 
Lands to the fugitive and offer her a 
refuge from her dreadful doom on the 
altar of Chinese bondage and lust. All 
the incidents in this drama of life and 
death are as plain as the way to parish 
church. Now comes along an officer 
who is interested nominally in defeat- 
ing the minor legal processes, and in 
saving the little Chinawoman from her 
debasing and destroying servitude. He 
prefers a counter-charge of robbery 
against the highbinder, and places him 
under arrest—giving him a taste of the 
same technicalities. which the high- 
binder, by the aid of shyster lawyers 
and subservient constables, is so fond of 
invoking &gainst his runaway slaves. 

The affair is thus brought to the at- 
tention of the District Attorney's of- 
fice. The District Attorney (or his dep- 
uty, which amounts to the same thing) 
looks with a critic¢al eye upon this pro- 
ceeding. He says tothe arresting off- 
cer, ‘Where are your proofs against 
this highbinder?’’ Or, perhaps he says 
nothing at all, but just allows the mat- 
ter to drift along until the time for ar- 
raignment comes around, and, the testi- 
mony not having been prepared for him, 
he fails to appear against the high- 
binder, and merely telephones down to 
the magistrate, ‘‘Let him go; no evi- 
dence.” 

That is one way of performing the du- 
ties of the District Attorney’s office. If 
any fault is found with it the circum- 
stances are all set forth in extenuation. 
‘*You see, we had no testimony against 
the fellow, and what in the name of 
goodness could we do? BeSides, the 
Chinese girl herself testified that she 
had not been robbed."’ 

What more reliable testimony could 
be secured, to be sure, than that of a poor, 
ignorant, Chinese girl, who had been 
kidnaped, held in seclusion and terror- 


ized fora day or two before she was 
brought into court! It is true that her 
jewelry and fine clothing had all disap 
peared in the interval of her sequestra- 
tion, but she probably wished to eschew 
the vanities of life, and, accordingly, 
gave them away to her abductors, Wer- 
tainly! She must have given them 
away. She said so herself, in court, or 
words to that effect. And who ever 
‘knew a Chinesé* Witnéss to lie?” Who’ 
ever saw a slave so terrorized and bam- 
boozled that she world give evidence 
flatly against herself? 

Thus the District Attorney's office 
washes its hands of the whole matter, 
and the highbinder goes free, to still 
further work the machinery of the law 
against his escaped slave and against 
the officer who helped her to escape. 
The District Attorney's office has a spe- 
cial detective, paid by the county, and 
is supposed to enjoy extensive facilities 
for looking up testimony on itsown ac- 
count, but it never oecurred to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office to overhaul the 
law officer who was supposed to have 
the Chinese girl in his custody when she 
dispensed with her superfluous valua- 
bles, or the hackman and the other 
American who spirited the girl away:to 
some mysterious house, or the Chinaman 
who paid the officera reward of $200 
for her capture and retention contrary 
tothe forms of law. These circum- 
stances were all unknown to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, though they were 
matters of public notoriety, because, 
forsooth, the arreSting officer had not 
prepared the requisite testimony to sub- 
mit to the court. ; 

It may bethatthisis a justification, 
but if so, we fail to see it. Somehow, 
it seems tous that a-public prosecutor 
who felt disposed to put some sincerity 
of purpose and energy into looking up 
the case, might have found enough evi- 
dence to hold that Chinese highbinder 
for trial at least. The official might 
have commenced with the moral con- 
viction, “This is the rascal. This is 
the slave-owner who is openly violating 
the laws of humanity and defying the 
laws of the land. ‘This is the fellow 
that I want to get at, and that public 
interest demands that I shall get at. 
I will make out a case against him, if I 
can do so honestly, no matter what 
trouble and expense it costs. I will 
put the stamp of legal disapproval 
upon this wretch who buys and sells 
human beings and dooms young girls of 
his own race to a fate worse than death, 
I will showupin their true light the 
petty officials who sell themselves for 
coin to carry out the wishes of this 
Mongolian ghoul. J will strike and 
spare not. Justice and humanity shali 
prevail against all edds of craft and 
corruption.”’ 

And, in taking this course, it seems 
tous that a District Attorney (or his 
deputy) might have squared himself 
with his conscience, performed the 
duties of his office in spirit as well as in 
letter, and won the grateful approval 
of the mass of the community. who 
would like to see Chinese slavery and 
slave-holding made odious. 

With this reservation we are per- 
fectly willing to concede that thd Dis- 


trict Attorney’s office did its duty>+in; 


one way—as so strenuously claimed by 
C. C. McComas, Esq., assistant, etc. 


The French Crisis. 

According to the dictum of a _ promi- 
nent Parisian banker, France is on the 
eve ofa revolution. The people gen- 
erally, who have been swindled ont of 
millions of francs of their earnings, 
cannot, or will not) discriminate be- 
tween the government and the indi- 
viduals who compose it. They were 
swindled; they know that; and recent 
developments show that the French’ 
Chamber of Deputies was rotten with 
bribery and corruption; that members 
of the Cabinet, and even those holding 
close personal and family relations 
with the President had something to 
do with putting up the gigantic thimble- 
rig game known asthe Panama Lot- 
tery. Under such circumstances it is 
hardly within the powers of human 
nature discriminate between 
the abstract thing known as 
government and the people who 
personally represent it. The gov- 
ernment must have been advised of the 
swindle as it progressed, and must ‘have 
winked at it. Now what should the 
people of France do but insist on a full 
exposure of the crookedness, and hold 
every man who hada hand in it or coun- 
tenanced it to a strict accountability? 
They may properly insist that every 
member of the government who is com- 
promised shallstepdownand out. That 
is what the people of America would do 
under similar circumstances. But the 
people of America would draw a line 
between their unfaithful representa- 
tives and the system which they had 
abused. It would not be insisted that 
the Republic should zo down simply be- 
cause its powers has been abused, and 
its functions perverted. And this is 
the stand which, it is to be hopeé, the 
French people will take. A representa - 
tive form of government can be no 
purer than the average among the public 
men whoare called upon to administer 
it. The standard of morals in France, 
it isto be feared, has been sadly de- 
based, and the fact that corruption has 
been exposed in high places is not the 
fault of the system, but of the men, the 
times and the customs. ‘The French 
are a highly excitable people, however, 
and they may not be able to take as 
philosophical a view of the situation as 
they should. The French republic may 
go down, and they may install instead 
a constitutional monarchy which will 
not be one whit more honest and a good 
deal more expensive and unsatisfactory. 

However, we hope not.

| Shall the Pensions Be Paid in the White 


Metal? 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 19, 1892.—[To the 
Editor of THE T1mges.| I have read with in- 
terest your article in Sunday’s Times headed 
‘Uncle Sam as a Dealer in Silver.’’ Every 
Secretary of the Treasury for years has 
pursued a policy antagonistic to the white 
metal, the law, patriotism and common 
sense dictating the very opposite. But I 
wantto makea suggestion which seems to 
me entirely practical. The pensioners of 
the war of the rebellion are paid yearly 
sométhing like one hundred and seventy 
million dollars, or more than forty million 
dollars every quarter. They are now paid 
by treasury drafts mailed to each pensioner: 
Now, there is not one of those veterans 
whowould not willingly receive and accept 
the bright, new silver dollars at present 
stored in the vaults of the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington, 

Now, let the Government ship to each 
pension agent each quarter the number of 
silver dollars required to payoff the pen- 
sioners in his district. When pension day 
comes and as the pensioners present their 
vouchers, pay them inthe identical silver 
dollars which afew days before were in 
the money vaults at the Capitol of the Na- 
tion they served and saved. To those who 
reside at._points distant from the pension 
agency, mail or express the silver dollars. 
The expense would be small and the advan. 
tage to the Government and the pensioner 

great. In this way millions ofs ilver dol. 
lars would “pass into circulation’’ every 
three months. In fact, as the time of pay- 
mientis now fixed atthe various pension 
agencies inthe United States. this very 
thing would take place on the 4th of every 
month in the year. And- further, if the 
Secretary of the Treasury would obey the 
concurrent resolution of Congress passed* 
January 28, 1878, and the actof 1890 re- 
lating to the redtmption ofereasury notes, 
the present congested condition of the 
treasury would be relieved and the) parity 
between gold and silver would be restored 
and maintained.

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RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


The Railroads Will Not Cut 
World’s Fair Rates. 


Will Have All the Business They Can 
Handle Without. 


Popular Improvements Being Made 
if the Cable Roads. 


Conductors Leaving Their Order—Passen- 
ger Agents as Distribators of Time— 
General Local and Personal 
Mention. 


H. C. Townsend, general passenger 
and ticket agent of tie Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad, is quoted by a Chicago 
exchange as saying: ‘“‘An agreement 
between the various roads was reached, 
which, I think, will leadto a continu- 
ance of the Western Association, and 
no new organization is probable. The 
association will now begin to arrange 
for the World’s Fair traffic. I will say 
for the Missouri Pacific, and I believe 
other passenger agents will concur with 
me, that it 1s manifestly unfairto ask the 
railroads to reduce rates to the exposi- 
tion, while hotels and other commercial 
enterprises will raise rates. As no 
good reason can be given why rail- 
roads should reduce rates when we are 
assured of all the business we can do, I 
do not see the justice or sense of our do- 
ing so.”’ 

REMOVING THE BACK-BREAKERS. 

A most important improvement in the 
cable road, which will be hailed with 
delight by the patrons of the line, is 
_, in progress on Spring street near 

corner of First. The tracks of the 
company at that point’ are being 
straightened so as to eliminate the 
compound curve which has existed 
there and wrenched many a passenger’s 
back. The later builders of cable street 
railroads learned how to run simple 
curves around a corner, and the old- 
fashioned kinks have become obsolete. 
Receiver Crank has caused a ‘number of 
improvements in the lines under his 
charge, but none of them will be more 
applauded than this. 

A VANDERBILT LINK, 

The Vanderbilt lines are gradually 
coming nearer the Pacific Coast, and 
the time is not far off when that great 
system will have a continuous line 
‘from ocean to ocean— the ambition of 
the Vanderbilt family. The latest 
movement in this direction is related in 
a dispatch from Chicago, which-says 
that a road isto be built to extend the 
Chicago and Northwestern’s Frémont, 
Elkhorn and Missouri Valley road to 
Ogden. The new line will be perfectly 
independent of all connectious except 
the Southern Pacific at Ogden, and will 
become a most active competitor in- 
stead of the close ally of the Union Pa- 
cific route in Wyoming and Utah. It 
will follow the old Mormon trail from 
Casper to Ogden. It is capitalized at 
$10,000,000. 

SCRAP HEAP.

The Treasury's Policy in View of 
the Drain of Gold. 


Gen. Rosecrans is to Start for Los 
Angeles Today. 


Senator Bate Drags Up the “Force 
Bill’ in the Senate. 


The Facts About England's Navy on the 
Inkes Not Considered Alarming— 
Another Measure for Protect- 
ing the Seal Fisheries.

Wasurngtonx, Dec, 20.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Information has been 
received atthe Treasury Department 
to the effect that the financial flurry in 
New York is practically over for tle 
present, and there is no longer anv 
prospect of a panic. About three mill- 
ion dollars gold was taken from the 
treasury this week and about one mill- 
ion five hundred thousand dollars more 
will probably be taken before the week 
ends. Secretary Foster is confident 
that it will soon be returned through 
the regular channels of trade. 

Secretary Foster makes no secret of 
his purpose in repairing, as far as pos- 
sible within legitimate bounds, the 
serious inroads on the gold hold- 
ings, resulting from the recent 
heavy shipments of .that metal to 
To that end =he_ has 
renewed the policy successfully em- 
ployed by him at periods of his admifis- 
tration, when the gold balance of the 
treasury was similarly menaced by for- 
eign influence. This policy, in brief, is 
to disburse currency of any character 
and denomination desired at any point 
in the United States where it may be 
needed, in exchange for gold deposited 
in any sub-treasury except that at San 
I'rancisco. The person purchasing the 
currency is given the benefit of the 
Government rate of transportation. It 
was learned this afternoon that several 
bankers had already taken advantage 
of Secretary Foster's plan and had 
added $800,000 to the Government's 
gold balance, and further that there is 
every indication that the treasury will 
speedily recoup the entire amount sur- 
rendered recently to foreign dealers. 

Secretary Foster said this afternoon 
that‘he thought it a grave mistake to 


assume thatthe Monetary Conference 


will prove to be a failure. The taking 
of a recess was expected by the admin- 
istration when the American delegates 
lefthere. Rothschild’s proposition and 
his declaration that unless something 
were done to ensure the better use of 
silver among nations serious conse- 
quences would follow, is in itself a hope- 
ful indication that the prominent bank- 
ers of the world feel the necessity of 
reaching an agreement of such a nature 
as will secure approximate uniformity 
the world over. In dealing with the 
question, the Secretary said, as far as 
he was personally concerned,-all he ex- 
pected of the preliminary conference 
has been accomplished. The general 
fecling of the conference was even 
more favorable than was anticipated. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE ACT. 


A Will Introduced tor the Purpose of 
Strengthening Its Weak Points. 
Wasuineton, Dec. 20.—[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senator Cullom today 
introduced in the Senate two bills in- 
tended to strengthen weak points in 
the Interstate Commerce Act. The 
first compels the testimony of wit- 
nesses before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The other defines the 
word “‘line.’’ as used in interstate com- 
merce law, and construes it to meana 
physical line, whether one railroad or 
two or more connecting ‘railroads, or 
part railroad and part water, when 
both areused under common _ control. 
The words ‘any common carrier’’ are 
construed to mean one or more than 
one of such carriers, and each common 
carrier to any contract shall be held in- 
dividually responsible for rates over 
such lines in which it is interested. 


PLE TY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


Wasuineton, Dec. 20.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Senate.—The Army “Ap- 
propriation Bill from the House was 
presented and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations. 

A large number of petitions for and 
against the Anti-option Bill were pre- 
sented and referred to the Committee 
on Agriculture. 

Mr. Sherman introduced a bill to ex- 
tend to the North Pacific Ocean the 
provisions of the statutes for the pro- 
tection of fur seals and other fur-bear- 
ing animals. Referred to the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. 


A resolution for the assembling of 
both houses February 8&8, to witness the 
count of the electoral vote, was pre- 
sented and referred. 

The McGarrahan bill was laid aside 
and the tiouse bill for the sale of the 
navy-vard lands in Brooklyn passed. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Bate of 
Tenne ..ce to repealall statutes relat- 
ing to supervisors of elections and 
specia: deputies was taken up, and Mr. 
Bate made an argument in its favor. 
‘These laws,’’ he said, ‘‘have been in 
operation over twenty vears and have 
not reconciled the people to their harsh 
interference with affairs belonging ex- 
clusively to the States.’’ It was not 
surprising that the late political revo- 
lutions had swept from power the party 
which enforced machinery for interfer- 
ing withthe elections of States. ~The 
**Force Bill’ had been potent in the 
late overthrow of the Republican party. 
The law which he proposed to have re- 
pealed was the germ of the “Force 
Bill.” These laws had no constitutional 
warrant, served no good, and their re- 
maining on the statute books was a dis- 
regard of the spirit and purpose of the 
late elections and of the peace and 
quiet of the country, 

The bill went over without action. 

After a brief struggle over an at- 
tempt by Mr. Blackburn of Kentucky to 
displace the Anti-option Bill with the 
Hudson River Bridge Bill. the former 
was taken up, and Mr. Palmer of Illi- 
nois proceeded to address the Senate in 
opposition tothe bill. He argued that 
the meaning and effect of the proposed 
bill wasto give collectors of interna] 
revenue absolute authority over all con- 
tracts made by any persog for the sale 
and future delivery of property. It 


gave a most extensive and alarming. 


jurisdiction to collectérs of interna! 
revenue; it gave them authority to look 
into the business of every and any 
man in the country, a power 
which heretofore was.only permitted 
under limited 
circumstances, for 


mere revenue 
purposes. The bill was object- 
ionable on broader grounds. No Sena- 


tor, he apprehended, wonld risk his 
reputation as a lawyer and legislator by 
claiming that Congress ed pow- 
ers to prohibit dealings in options or 


feral action, butthe Democratic 


futures in the States. The attempt, 
however, but thinly disguised in the 
bill, was to thrust the jurisdiction of 
Federal Government into the States to 
define and punish crimes. The Sena- 
tor who called the bill a revenue meas- 
ure knew the term was a misnomer, be- 
cause there is no purpose to raise rev- 
enue under the bill. The Democratic 
party, whenit comesinto power, will 
not tolerate fraud of the character of 
the pending bil. Gambling in the 
States will never be prohibited by Fed- 
party

State action. 

After further argument in the same 
line, but without concluding his speech, 
Mr. Palmer yielded the floor, the Anti- 
option Bill going over. without action, 
and the Senate adjourned.

ENGLAND'S LAKE NAVY. 
An Official Report About Those Alleged 
“Revenue Cutters.” 

Wasurnoton., Dec, 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The construction of 
revenue tuttsrs onthe great lakes by 
the Canadian authorities has received 
renewed consideration by officials of 
the Treasury Department within the 
past few days since the receipt vof the 


in the service to Capt. Shepard of the 
revenue marine. In this report the 
lieutenant gives in detail all facts cor- 
roborating the points outlined in the 
Associated Press dispatches several 
days ago, showing that in all particu- 
larsthe boats are naval vessels. Ke- 


port further states that English 
and Canadian officers and citizens 
explained that these vessels were 


built with a view to protecting the Wel- 
land. Canal from destructivd in case of 
attacks, and in this connection the 
statement is made that there are fifty 
vessels in the British navy that can be 
sentinto the great lakes. Contracts 
have been let forenlarging the shallow- 
estofthe Canadian canals—the Corn. 
wall—so as to admit the passage of ves- 
sels drawing fourteen feet of water. 
The report does: not excite any appre- 
hension at the Treasury Department. 

Secretary of State Foster said today 
that the report had not officially 
reached him yet. He said the treaty of 
1817 places no restrictions upon the 
number of revenue cutters either coun- 
try may maintain upon the great lakes. 
The docuff€nt should be amended in 
some important particulars to conform 
to modern conditions. In its present 
shape it is put of date, and some of its 
requirements are ignored by mutual 
consent. 


FOR PROTECTING SEAL LIFE. 


Senator Sherman's Bill for Extending the 
Provisions of the Law. | 
WasHIkGToN, Dec. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senator Sherman today 
introduced a ‘bill, which was referred 
to the Foreign Relations Committee, 
providing that whenever the Govern- 
ment of the United States shall con- 
clude an effective’ international ar- 
rangement for the protection of fur 
seals in the Northern Pacific Ocean by 
agreement with any power, or as a re- 
sult of the convention concluded last 
February between the United States 
and Great Britain, the Bering Sea con- 
vention, and as long as such arrange- 
ment shall continue, the provisions of 
the laws, as far as they may be applica- 
ble, relative to the ‘protection of fur 
seals within the limits of Alaska or its 
waters, shall be extended to and over 
that portion of the ocean included in 
such agreement. The bill further pro- 
vides that whenever an effective ar- 
rangement is concluded the President 
shall declare such fact by proclamation, 
and designate the portion of the Pacific 
Ocean to which it is to be applicable. 
During tbe extension of the laws all vo- 
lations of them in the designated por- 
tions of the Pacific will be held to be 
the same as if committed within the 
Alaskan limits, and they may be prose- 
cuted either in Alaska or in the courts

AN INQUEST NOT NECESSARY. 

Coroner Weldon came to town yesterday 
morning to hold an inquest over the re- 
mains of Mrs. Mary B. Clark, who died at 
South Pasadena Sunday night. The de. 
ceased was a victim of consumption, but 


refused all medical attendance and de-' 


pended entirely upon the efficacy of faith 
to carry her through, with the usual re- 
sult. No physician, therefore, would sign 
a death certificate, hence the Coroner was 
summoned. 

In company with the TIMEs reporter Mr. 
Weldon drove to South. Pasadena to look 
into the case, and it only took bim a short 
time to decide that it would simply be put- 
ting the county to an unnecessary expense 
to hold an inquest, as it would be impossi- 
ble to fix the responsibility of the woman's 
death upon any but the victim herself. Mr. 
Bartlett, at whose house in South Pasadena 
the woman died, stated emphatically that 
he did not believe in faith cure, and that 
he had constantly insisted upon a physi- 
cian being calledin. An uncle of the de- 
.ceased was also visited, and his testimony 
was much to the same effect. It was 
through his efforts that Dr. Mohr of this 
city was prevailed upon tocall upon the pa- 
tient, who, however, courteousty, but none 
the less firmly, refused to oo any 
medical treatment whatever, in the face of 
which facts the Coroner very sensibly de- 
cided to dismiss the case, it being evident 
that it would be impossible to place the re- 
sponsibility of the woman's death upon any 
person but the wq@man herselt. 

TREES THAT NEED PROTECTION. 

There are two splendid old live oaks on 
Orange Grove avenue, one at California 
om and the other near Columbia street, 
that ought to be protected. These trees 
are landmarks that particularly impress 
themselves on Eastern visitors and add 
much to the attractiveness of. one of the 
most beautiful driveways in the country. 
It does not requice a close inspection to 
see that these trees are full of holes, which 
willcause them to rot away quickly unless 
immediate steps are taken for their proper 
protection. Thetrouble can easily be rem- 
edied by filling the holes with some suit- 
able substance, painting them over and cov- 
ering them with tin or canvasso that no 
water can getin. It seemsto be a matter 
that would come properly within the juris- 
diction of the City Council, who will doubt- 
less only need to have their attention called 
to the case in order to insure its receiving 
proper attentton

SAN BERNARDINO. 

The county division fight is now on with 
allits malignity. San Bernardino stands 
almost to a man against the division of the 
county, while Riverside is just as solid in 
favor of the division, the chief demand for 
the division coming from that city.

Elsinore, 
however, is almost solid for uniting with 
Riverside, and Perris possesses people of 
like mind. So when public meetings are 
held in thatregion San Bernardino and 
Riverside Doth send delegates to them, and 
a sharp controversy is sure to result. 
The feeling of bitterness between these* 
rival cities sharpens with each meeting, 
and the endis not yet. —

‘HOME FOR INVALIDS. 


Santa Barbara's New Cottage Hospital 
Now Ready for Guests. 

Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Santa Banpana, Dec. 19.—Santa Bar- 
baraisas complacent over her new 
home for invalids as any kindly hostess 
would be over her best room. It stands 
out at the terminus of Bath street, with 
plenty of orchards and grassy hillocks 
to screen from the near city, and with 
so many windows drinking the sun that 
it might be a conservatory. It is big 
and good-natured looking, like an over- 
grown residence, and so new that its 
paint is still shiny, but itscems already 
to have confidential relations with older 
residents inthe landscape. Mesas, foot- 
hills and a goodly stretch of ocean face 
it with distinct friendliness. Even the 
mountains, though still a bit stiff and 
distant behind their intervales of raw 
December green, wear a half-a-mind- 
to-bow expression. 

And why not? Every feature in the 
prospect has a part to perform—and 
knows it—in helping tocoax the spirit 
of healing to make this her principal 
piace of business. 

The Cottage Hospital is a hotel for 
patients who cannot be properly cared 
for at public houses or at home. Thou- 
sands of sick strangers, who visit South- 
ern California yearly, suffer much for 
lack of _ nursing. The women of 
Santa Barbara have planned such a 
home, and it is a refuge tomake glai the 
most forlorn invalid. 

The situation is restful and quiet. 
Pleasant drives lead thither through 
the city’s handsomest suburbs. A 
stream, spanned by a picturesque stone 
bridge, bounds one side of the grounds. 
From the verandas a noble continuation 
of natural views fill all the prospect. 
Gardeners are putting in shrubs and 
flowers. Ina brieftime the spot will 
be tropical. . 

The building is three stories and base- 
ment, covering some 10,000 feet, 
ground plan. A large reception room 
near the entrance connects with the 
library. Both rooms, as well as the 
ante-rooms and halls beyond, might be- 
long toa rich man’sjcountry mansion, 
sq homelike, tasteful and luxurious are 
allthe appointments. There are sev- 
eral hundred readable books with the 
latest periodicais. It is so inviting that 
one longs to stay, sick or well. 

There are two kitchens, one for 
special dishes prepared by nurses, a 
cosy dining-room, large laundry, ele- 
gantly fitted bathrooms and the plumb- 
ing is a model of sanitary skill. Hot- 
water pipes heat the entire building, 
and each room has a fireplace. Gas 
lights every room. 

On the upper floors are the guest 
rooms. All are large, sunny ané fur- 
nished mostly by wealthy donors with 
lavish taste and expense. The bedding 
is fine and costly. . Soft chairs and 
divans, dainty tea sets in dainty cabin- 
ets, screens, pictures, tiled grates and 
other comforts are provided. The sun 
streams into every room. Polished 
wood floors prevail with rugs in plenty. 
Exquisite cleanliness is one unvarying 
law, soothing quite another. 

The feature of this home is Its equip- 
ment for treating difficult surgical 
cases. Dr. Jane E. Spaulding, one of the 
oldest practitioners in America, is resi- 
dent physician and superintendent. 
She has had long experience at the 
head of Eastern hospitals, and is a grad- 
uate of both the allovathic and home- 
pathic schools, having learned surgery at 
Bellevue under Dr. Sayersof New York. 
She is a woman of rare personality, one 
to inspire confidence after a single look 
into her kind, sympathetic face. A 
corps of trained nurses are her assist- 
ants, and city physicians can be tele- 
phoned at any moment. 

The Cottage Hospitaldoes not pose as 
acharitable institution. Prices range 
ail the way from eight to ten dollars a 
week in the wards, to fifteen and thirty- 
five inthe best rooms; according to 
needs Of the patient, about the same as 
sickness at home would cost one, and 
less than ordinary hotel rates. Forty- 
two guests can be accommodated at 
once, and the rooms are filling up fast. 

The institution is managed by a board 
of directors, with Mrs. Mary A. Ashley 
as president. Itisa monument of un- 
selfishness, as all costs of the property 
were paid by private subscription, 
Santa barbara almost to a man, woman 
and child helping the project.

Thus Jupiter, Urapus and 
Neptune each hasa family of comets, 
and still another lot with more ex- 
tended orbits, leadto the belief among 
astronomers that there is another 
planet, yet undiscovered, outside the 


its distance from the sun. Prof. Bar- 
nard stated that comets naturally have 
no tails, but that these appendages are 
developed on their approximation to 
the sun, and they are turned away from 
the sun by a repulsive influence. 

The lecture was very interesting, and 
g¢licited the warmest praise from all 
who heard it. Prof. Barnard left on 
last night’s train for the North, and 
willreturn at once to the observatory. 
It is hoped that he may be induced to 
lecture in Los Angeles during the win-

SUIT ON CONTRACT. 


An Important Decision Given by 
Judge Wade. 


Judgment for the Plaintiff in the 
De Camp-Bryson Case. 


A Numbef of Law Points of General 
Interest Considered. 


Conditions Under Which Money May Be 
Recovered Under a Contract to 
Purchase Land—What Makes 
a Merchantable Title. 


Judge Wade, in deciding the case of 
C. E..de Camp vs. Dr. Charles W. Bry- 
son, an.action to recover the amount 
paid upon a contract for the sale of a 
tract of land, which nad been rescinded 
on account of defendant’s failure to 
comply with its provisions, on Monday 
last, rendered the following opinion, 
which will be found to contain many 
points of interest, not only to the legal 
eg but also to the general pub- 

Cc: 


This is an action to recover money paid 
on a contract between plaintiff's assignor 
and defendant for the purchase of real 
estate, upon the ground that the contract 
was rescinded by plaintiff's assignor be- 
cause of defendant's breach of its terms. 

The contract is in the usual form, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of a part of the 
purchase money, providing for the pay- 
ment of the balance on or before a certain 
day, and containing the clause that time 
isof the essence of the contract. This 
latter provision, however, appears to have 
been waived by the defendant. There is 
evidence tending to prove this waiver in 
express words, accompanied by words tan- 
tamount to an admission that he, defend- 
ant, was not atthe date of the maturity of 
the agreement able to perform his part of 
it. It appears, moreover, by evidence 
which is undisputed, as well as by the aille- 
gations of the answer, that defendant 
treated the contract as still in force, lon 
after the date fixed for final payment an 
conv cyance. 

The evidence further shows that, not- 
withstanding the lapse of time, plaintiff's 
assignor was the only one of the parties 
whoever tendered complete pertormance 
of theterms of the contract, saving as to 
matter of time, andthat defendant has, so 
far as appears, never been in a condition to 
perform, and has never made a. tender or 
offer of performance; he hag never offered 
to furnish the certificate of title provided 
for in the contract, nor does it appear from 
the evidence that he is now, or ever has been 
able to furnish such certificate. It is fair 
to presume thatthe certificate would show 
the title of record to be about as the rec 
ords actually show it. The title for which 
assignor must ,be presumed to 


ave bargained was one which should not‘ 


only be good when brought tothe test of 
judicial investigation between parties ap- 
pearing to have conflicting claims, but so 
obviously good as te rénder it reasonably 
certain that it would never be necessary to 
so test its validity, in other words, a mer- 
chantacle title. Sofar from this being the 
present condition of the title, as it appears 
of record, it seems to be incumbered by a 
mortgage. For that matter, it appears 
never to have been freed.from incumbrance 
of this nature since the date of the con- 
tract. 

The condition of things was not improved 
by the fact that defendant had conveyed 
the property to another, subject to the 
contract his grantee refused to perform. 

‘When plaintiff's assignor made’ ten-4 
der, he was not then in default. The 
tender was of complete performance and 
defendant's refusal absolute. This en- 
titled the former to rescind, which he did 
on the following day and demanded the re- 
turn of the purchase money paid. 

A question is raised as to the considera- 
tion actually paid. Defendant claims that 
it was not as expressed in the agreement, 
and supports his contention by proof that 
it was paid in other property—real estate— 
and not in cash as acknowledged in the 
written agreement. 

Undoubtedly the actual consideration 
paid may be inquired into for the purpose 
of fixing the amount of recovery in cases of 
this kind. Butinthe case at bar defen- 
dant failed to show, as alleged in the an- 
swer, that the amount paid in property was 
merely nominal, or different from that ac- 
knowledged. True, some doubt was cast 
upon the actual value at the time of the 
ye ae! conveyed to defendant, but this 

not the true test of the amount of the 
consideration actually paid. 

When two persons agree to exchange 
properties the question of relative value to 
be fixed upon the several parcels is one for 
them to determine for themselves. In the 
absence of fraud the Court will not under- 
take to rectify their estimates. There is 
no evidence in this case which tends in the 
slightest degree tu cast a shadow upon the 
fairness and equality of this transaction. 
If, however, it should appear from the evi- 
dence that a commodity taken in barter is 
taken ata price different from that ex- 
pressed in the written agreement of ex- 
change, the different price may be shown, 


terialin order to fix the measure of dam- 
ages for breach of contract. If, in the case 
at bar, it appeared from the evidence that 
the pruperty was received by defendant as 
the first payment at an agreed price less 
than that acknowledged, this would be the 
true measure of damages which the con- 
tracting parties might recover. Such, 
however, is not the case. There is no evi- 
dence of any other valuation fixed upon the 
nine arte taken than that expressly ac- 
nowled in the contract, and hence this, 
and not the actual value to be fixed by ret- 
rospective estimation, must govern. 
Plaintiff is, therefore, entitled to judg- 
ment forthe amount of the payment ac- 
knowledged in the contract, and interest 
from tne date of rescission, and it is so or- 
dered. 3 
Plaintiff will prepare and submit findings 
in accordance herewith, unless findings are 
expressly waived. W. P. WabzE, Judge. 


SAN JUAN PLACER FINDS. 


The Reports Said to Be Exaggerated— 
Some Good Advice. 
{San Diego Union. } 

T. B. Lyons, who is interested in the 
Prince Albert mine at White Hills, 
Ariz., one of the newly discovered bo- 
nanzas of the Mojave country, is in the 
city and will remain during the holi- 
days. He has traveled considerably 
over Arizona inthe past few months, 
and is ina position to judge the relia- 
bility of recent reports sent out regard- 
ing the San Juan placer finds in South- 
eastern Utah, which are reached from 
Holbrook and other stations on the At- 
lantic and Pacific in Arizona. 

“IT would advise any man to think 
twice before starting for the new finde 
on the San Juan River,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
nature of the reports sent out convinces 
me that they should be weighed before 
accepting. In my opinion it is folly for 
a man tostart out from the railroad to 
reach that country at this time. The 
route is 175 mileslong. Itis through 
an utter desert, and water is very 
scarce. The weather is bitterly cold 


even in Arizona now, and a letter here ' 


from a friend at Flagstaff tells me that 
there is much suffering among those 
going tothe new diggings. Hetells me 
further that the reports of fabulously 
rich strikes are laughed at there. You 
know there was a similar excitement 
some years ago on the San Juan River. 
Of course there may be some truth in 
these reports of gold strikes, but one 
thing is certain—if the diggings are of 
such great extent as they say, then 
there will be plenty of time next sum- 
met for all wio wish to go.”’

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Regular Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 


Following is the regular weekly 
weather and crop bulletin for Southern 
California, issued by the Government 
Weather Bufeau for the week ending 
December 19: 


Ventura county—Hueneme: Heavy east 
winds and light frosts prevailed during the 
past week. Plowing and seeding still con. 
tinues. Bardsdale: The weather has been 
clear and quite cool at nights, but a steady 
breeze prevented frost. The indications 
are for rain. 

Los Angeles county—The Palms: The 
earlier part of the week was quite cold, but 
the weather moderated during the latter 
part. Froat slightly injured green peas, 
tomatoes and tender plants in low places. 
The high wind of the 17th did no material 
damage. Verdugo: There was frost four 
nights the past week, nipping tender vege- 
tation on low ground.

In Department One yesterday morn- 
ing Louis C. Tucker appeared before 
Judge Smith and a jury for trial spon 
the charge of burglary, preferred 
against him by Mrs. Sarah Mitchell, 
the State being represented by Assist- 
ant District Attorney McComas, and the 
defendant by Hugh J. Crawford, Esq. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were D. J. Boynton, O. Cheesbrough, 
Hi. A. Draper, I. V. Draper, E. W. Fai- 
lor, W. H. Hughes, G.. T. Hanly, J. 
Quill, W. Rector, L. M. Russell, C. A. 
Robinson and D. H. Turner. 

The first witness called for the prose- 
cution was the complainant, Mrs. Sarah 
Mitchell, but it being shown that she 
was in Washington, and that the State 
was unable to get her here to testify, 
the Court permitted the District Attor- 
ney to introduce her deposition, taken 
at the preliminary examination in No- 
vember last, in evidence. This was to 
the effect that two weeks ior to the 
commission of the alleged offense, Mrs. 
Mitchell met defendant, who said "hé 
was looking up a business location and 
a partner, as he had a rfice outfit and 
desired to open a restaurant. After 
talking the matter over she redeemed 


his outfit, which was held by a Spring 
street furniture store for a debt, gave 
defendant $5 or $6 in cash, and put 
him to work as cook in the Bon Ton 
restaurant on First stxeet, which she 
rented. On November 14 defendant 
quit work and remained away for three 
days, and on the morning of November 
17, when she opened the restaurant, 
she found the place had been burglar- 
ized, and all the things she redeemed 
abstracted. 

Officer R. N. Stewart was then called 
and testified to the effect that he vis- 
ited the premises on the morning after 
the burglary and found the place badly 
demoralized. He subsequently found a 
valise belonging to defendant at a sa- 
loon on the corner of Firstand Alameda 
streets, and when a woman named Mrs. 
Belle Arnold called for it later, he ar- 
rested her and took herto the station. 
This and the testimony of a third wit- 
ness, August Radke, to the same effect, 
closed the case for the prosecution. 

The defense thereupon calied Mrs. 
Belle Arnold, W. H. Seymour and Louis 
C. Tucker, by whom it was shown be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt that the de- 
fendant and Mrs. Mitchell were part- 
ners; that they disagreed, and that de- 
fendant, after telling the woman that 


ered up his effects and left, whereupon 
Mrs. Mitchell, in a desire to get even, 
had him arrested, and left the State. 

The jury, upon learning the facts, ac- 
quitted the defendant within five min- 
ntes after the case had been submitted 
tothem, and the defendant was there- 
upon discharged.

The First Patent Smelter. 

It is a fact not generally known that 
the owner of the first patent ever is- 
sued for a device for condensing the 
fumes from smelting works l.ves in Los 
Angeles. Theinventor, W'iiam Wihiey, 
Jr., formerly of Joplin, Mo., indirectly 
lost his life through his invention, hav- 
ing met w:.h an accident during his ex- 
periments, wh.ch subsequently caused 
his death. The patent was issued 
March.25, 1879, but nothing has ever 
been done toward pushing the inven- 
tion. Tnere is. also a model of the 
smelter, with full specifications, in pos- 
session of the widow of Mr. Wiley, who 
resides in this city. Apparently most 
of the modern smelters are constructed 
on the principles ontlined in this orig- 
inal invention, and it is probable steps 
will be taken to investigate matters, 
and ascertain whether or not some of 
them are not infringements.

Charlotte Perkins Stetson Talks 
About Her Divorce. 

The Matter Discussed in a Calm and 
Philosophical Manner. 


The Separation Was Agreed Upon 
' Between Herself and Husband.

She and Walter Are Good Friends and 
Correspond Regularly, bat She Pre- 
fers to Travel in Single 
Harness.

The publication of the rather sensa- 
tional. allegations of the husband of 
Charlotte Perkins Stetson, in his com- 
plaint for a divorce in Providence, I.1., 
yesterday morning. createa quite a stir 
among the literary circles of this city 
and Pasadena, where the lady is es- 
pecially well known, having, in fact, 
been a shining light of the guild during 
her residence in the southern part of 
the State. Mrs. Stetson now lives in 
Oakland, and in following up the di- 
vorce matter, the San Francisco Exam- 
iner of Monday publishes the following 
. brief sketch of Mrs. Stetson’s California 
career, with an interview giving her 
side of the family differences which led 
up to the divorce proceedings: 

Mrs. Stetson came to this State in 1888, 
and went first to Pasadena. She says she 
came to this Coast for her health, and set- 
tledinSouthern California. She has busied 
herself with magazine writing, lecturing. 
preparing books which have not yet been 
published, and doing various things in 
woman's behalf ever since. She says her 
life is devoted to these ends, and she has 
shouldered the responsibility of earning her 
owu bread and butter, together with that 
of her little daughter. from preference. 

About a year ago she moved from Pasa- 
dena to Oakland, and one of the honors con- 
ferred upon her has been her election as 
second vice-president of the Pacific Coast 
Wounen's Press Association, a position she 
now holds. 

Her testimony is that she has been out of 
health during the greater partot her mar- 
ried life, and that her health is not good at 
present. She is ashght. frati-bodied young 
woman of medium height, with strong fea- 
tures. prominent nose and chin, and luini- 
nous eves. 

Her Boston reputation as an exponent of 
reform and progressive ideas as well as a 
competent writer followed her here, and 
she has made the conquest of several temi. 
nine members of the Women's Press Club. 
The shining lights of that extraordinary 
organization are her zealous admirers and 
cOadjutors in all matters that pertain to 
the presumable clevation of sweet woman- 
kind. 

Stirring up a hornet’s nest is a mild pro- 
ceeding compared with the bristling recep- 
tion which certain “‘sisters in the cause” 
accorded yesterday to the charges against 
their second vice president. There is no 
lack of friendsto defend the course she 
hastaken. Butsome of them merely ex- 
press themselves as gftieved that Mrs. Stet- 
son has had trouble with ber husband. 

The respondent herseif, in the now fa- 
mous suit, was found yesterday at ber Oak- 
land home on Webster street. She cntered 
the parlor dressed ina blue serge trailing 
house gown loosely belted at the waist. 
Over her shoulders a light shawl was 
wrapped and her slippers bad no heels. In 
point of physique she showed that what- 
ever dress reforms she has applied to her- 
self and whatever gymnastic exercise she 
may have indulged in, the result has not 
been to make her a strong woman. Butin 
conversation she soon proved that she had 
a will of her own. 

When asked about the divorce proceed- 
ings that have been begun against her in 
the East, she said: 

‘When two grown persons conclude that 
they cannot live together and want to 
separate that is sufficient, is it not? They 
can separate if they desire to do so. 
Further than that it ig a private matter 
and no one’s business. 

“The fact that the proceedings have been 
brought is no newstome. It was under- 
stood and agreed upon between both of us. 
There are only six grounds, I believe, on 
which a divorce can be procured in Rhode 
Island and California, and it was necessary 
to have some speifications in order to get 
the divorce. Oh,yousee, I have looked 
into these matters. There is nottheslignht- 
est ill-feeling between Mr. Stetson and my- 
self, and there has been none. We corre. 
spond constantly and have all along since I 
have been here. We are the best of friends 
and will remain so. 

“The newspaper dispatches about the 
filing of the suit have got the dates al) 
mixed up. They say I came West in 1890, 
whereas [came in 1888, and there was no 
unpleasantness between Mr. Stetson and 

“Did following your profession interfer 
with your wifely duties?’’ was asked. 

“I have been sick most of the time Sdur- 
ing my married life and I preferred to 
abandon it,’ was the reply. “I read the 
papers this morning with fear and tremb. 
ing, but when I had finished laughed. It 
had been agreed upon that we should ob. 
tain a divorce, but Walter isnot a fool. i 
knew that he was to file the bill, but he 
never based it upon the ground that I 
eschewed boot heels, or favored dress re- 
forms, which, by the way, are very respect- 
able with a good many people now. 

‘Walter never said what he is reported, 
assaying. He is nota very large man and 
probably did not knock any one down who 
came to inquire about the case, but he is 
dignified and reserved, and may have given 
an affront tosome newspaper representa- 
tive that resultedina highly colored ar. 
ticle for the press. Allthereis to it is I 
wanted to devote myself to my profossion 
and earn my own bread and butter, and I 
could not doitindouble harness. Our part- 
ing has been entirely amicable. I have se. 
lected this Coast as a place of residence on 
account of my health, as I have already 
told you. Ishall not contest the suit—of 
course not. It was brought with my con- 
sent and wish. 

“I do not want to reply to the statements 
reported to have been made in court on ac- 
count of mv disinclination to cast anv re- 
flection upon him. It might cause miscon- 
ception and further statements from the 
other end and additional confusion at this 
end. People would then exclaim, ‘He says 
this’ and ‘She says that,’ and it would be a 
regular battledore and shuttlecock affair. 
I am very sorry it has gained so much 
publicity already, for I had hoped it might 
be ended more quietly. My acquaintances 
here will be deeply grieved. 

“Yes, Il speak on the subject of ‘Social- 
ism’ tomorrow night at the Metropolitan 
Temple. This matter has come out ata 
bad time. I wish so much had not been 
made of it. To make an address on social- 
ism requires courage and strong convic- 
tions—two qualities, I am thankful to say, 
that I possess. 

‘You may say that the divorce proceed- 
ings are mutually satisfactory to the per- 
sons involved. Walter and I canvassed the 
whole subject, anditis our wish that the 
divorce be granted. If we could have ob- 
tained it by mutual consent we certainly 
would have done so. I* would be better if 
there were more difficulty in people getting 
married and not so ‘much fuss made about 
it when they want to get outof the mar- 

ried state.’

Movement at San Francisco to Have the 
Law Amended. 

The San Francisco Examiner of Mon- 
day publishes the following: 

A meeting was held Sunday night im the 
rooms of the Democratic State Central Coim- 
mittee to prepare a bill to be presented be- 
fore the next Legislature, amending and 
strengthening the ballot law. 

The Australian ballot system was tried 
for the first thme in this State at the last 
election, and while it proved generally 
satisfactory, it is believed that it can be 
amended in some particulars and made 
more effective. 

Max Popper, J.C. Ruddock and Charles 
Gildea, representing the [Iroquois Club; 
Paris Kilburn and R. A. Freidrich of the 
Union League; A. J. Clanie and J. J. Dwyer 
of the Democratic County Committee; C. J. 
Swift and J. H. Simpsen of the Citizens’ 
Non-partisan party, and R. P. Troy and 
John Markiey of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee took part in the discu ssion. 

Max Popper was elected temporary chair- 
man and R. P. Troy, temporary secretary. 

There was a discussion of the law, but no 
action was taken regarding amendments 
to it, as it was desired to bave the views of 
the representatives from the Republican, 
People’s and Prohibition parties. These 
parties were not represented at the confer.

The Purveyor of Literary Aqua Fortis 
Don't Like the Poet, 

Ambrose Bierce, the human being 
who writes with a bodkin and uses aqua 
fortis instead of ink, has his say about 
the sweet poet of every day things, in 
the San Francisco Examiner of Sunday, 
as follows: 

It is to be hoped that James Whit- 
comb Riley. may be arrested and re- 
torned forthwith to his reservation in 
Hoop-pole county, Ind.; he appears to 
be calculated for that meridian. If he 
would have the goodness to confine his 
ambition to the reafling of his dreary 
illiterature to his audiences (whom it 
serves royally right) he could be suf- 
fered in silence, and might even exact 
a temperate approval as a minister of 
doom charged with punishment:o® sin. 
Unfortunately, he wreaks himself upon 
the just andthe unjust alike, by utter- 
ance of his mind in the newspapers 
concerning the things whereof heaven 
has not seen fit to let him be informed. 
With @ frankness which is three parts 
effrontery and one part inability to 
master the struggles of his tongue, he 
first explains that he knows nothing, 
and then proves it by expounding the 
nature of poetry. He did not need: 
his ignorance is as a tower looking 
toward Damascus, cnd his notions of 
poetry are shouted out in every raucous 
line that he writes. ‘True, men of sense 
do not, and men of sensibility cannot, 
read what he writes; but if I rightly 
understand his mission he was not sent 
upon men of sense and sensibility, but 
upon those who forget God. 


Mr. Riley, of course, knows nothing 
of poetry. Hé has not written a line of 
it nor of anything resembling it. Po- 
etry is not incompatible with lowly 
themes; it.mavy concern itself with the 
Hves and sentiments, the deeds and 
emotions, of common people. Like the 
artist, the poet suffuses with a light 
that is not of earth whatever he 
touches. But the lightis his light; it 
does not inhere in the subject. (To 
speak understandingly of poetry one 
must speak in metaphor, as the poet 
speaks; . it is a thing to be felt, not de- 
fined.) Of this light Mr. Riley has not 
a gleam. In the dirt of his ‘‘dialect”’ 
there is no grain of gold. His pathos is 
bathos, his sentiment sediment, his 
‘homely philosophy” brute platitudes— 
beasts of the field of thought. He 
preaches with an impediment in_his 
preach. His humor does not amuse. 
His characters are stupid and forbidding 
to the last supportable degree: hehas Just 
nough of creative power to find them 
gnoble and leave them offensive. His 
diction is without felicity, his vocabu- 


lary isnot English. his—in short, Mr. 


Riley writes through his nose. 


I doubt not that Mr. Riley isan esti- 
mable gentleman—a cheerful taxpayer, 
an orderly neighbor, a gifted house and 
sign painter. a tender and affectionate 
bachelor,, and would worthily repre- 
sent Hoop-pole county in the hauls of 
legislation. If I could get his respect 
without forfeiting mine, would rather 
have it than his brains. But I am 
something sick of the pignoramous crew 
of milinguists, cacophonologists and‘ 
apostrophographer who think they get 
close to nature by depicting the sterile 
lives and limited emotions of the gowks 
and sodhoppers that speak only to tan- 
gle their tongues, and move only to 
fall over ‘their own feet.. To this 
blessed blatherhood of illiterary bump- 
kins belongs, also, that other pet o’ the 
people, Will Carleton, who if God ever 
sees him will go over the hillto the 
poor-house and stay there tilldeath do 
him part. Another member of the hid- 
eous con-fraternity is one Joel Chandler 
Harris, who had so long obtained money 
under. false pretenses by dragging an 
impossible old ‘nigger fabulist through 
the magazines that he has worn all the 
black off him. But the reek remains, a 
permanent heritage to popular litera- 
ture.

Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Tvcsox, Dec, 17.—Tucsonis the oldest 
city in the United States, and has been 
a quaint, sleep}, nice town, in keeping 
with its venerable qualities. Now, 
however, a new Tucson is coming up. 
There is a general advance being made 
in the material progress of the city that 
indicates the termination of its Rip Van 
Winkle slumbers and gives hope that 


the impulse of permanent prosperity 
has entered into every avenue of trade 
and industry. Slowly but surely it is 
moving forward upon a substantial basis 
and there will be no retrogressive step 
tolerated. The telephone system ‘is 
giving the best of satisfaction, and the 
electric light plant will soon be in oper- 
ation. The present waterworks will be 
improved or supplanted by others and a 
sewer system will be established. New 
business blocks are under way and in 
contemplation and many industries of 
importance to the prosperity of the city 
are pushing forward to greater propor- 
tions. Irrigating systems and storage 
reservoirs are being constructed, that 
will make the adjacent valleys highly 
productive, and the mining interests are 
improving considerably. To all this 
may be added the certainty of a north 
and south railroad connection that will 
insure the commercial supremacy of the 
city for alltime to come. These hope- 
ful indications are certainly full of en- 
couragement for every resident and 
they are based upon substantial grounds. 

The following touching-up to the new 
City Council is given by the Star: 
‘Now, gentlemen, get ready to reform 
the city government, or you will be 
sorry for the day you aspired to become 
municipal statesmen. The people 
mean business, and the press of this 
city is with the people, and if you don’t 
think so, just begin some monkey busi- 
ness and see what the result will be. 
Not one step backward will be toler- 
ated, and you must go forward and on 
straight lines.’’

The Enterprise of Tuscon makes the 


startling statements relative to the 
now famous San Juan gold lds, 
whither miners are Socking by “hun- 


dreds. It says: 

‘The recent executive order curtail- 
ing the Navajo Indian reservation by re- 
storing to the public domain that por- 
tion in Utah orth of the Arizona bound- 
ary line, while being of undoubted ser- 
vice to civilization, was a_ piece of job- 
bery that cannot be regarded as le- 
gitimate enterprise by the masses of 
the people. Through secrecy, a syndi- 
cate had obtained control ofthe rich 
placer mines upon the -reservation 
along the San Juan River in Utah, and 
they could have no title until that 
portion of the reservation was 
opened to the public. Scme pressure 
was certainly brought upon the Presi- 
dent to vacate a former executive or- 
der reserving this particular portion of 
the public domain for the use of the In- 
dians, and the syndicate, as the princi- 
pal beneficiaries, were doubtiess instru- 
mental in bringing about the order. 
Recent developments disclose the fact 
that these placers are very rich in gold, 

and thatthe syndicate has located a 
vast extent of the richest portion of 
the diggings, in which there are mil- 
lions of money in prospect. The 
prompt response of the President to 
the petition of these parties looks very 
suspicious that a contingent interest 
thight have been promised. At least, 
the syhdicate has obtained the best por- 
tions of the new discovery, and the rest 
of mankind must content themselves 
with what they can find outside of the 
claims already established.”’ 

Arizona's mesa has abundance of the 
cana agria tanning root, and the plant 
will undoubtedly be one of its great re- 
sources when the transportation ques- 
tion is overcome. The agricultural 
experiment station at Tucson is work- 
ing on the cultivation of the plant. Of 
one of the cama agria siteopclean a Ter- 
ritorial paper says: 

“R. J. Kerrof El Paso, who has the 
contract of supplying the Tanning Ex- 
tract Company with 1200 tons of cana 
agria root; is rapidly completing his 
agreement. Over one hundred men are 
at work digging the root, and their 
operations extend over a radius of six 
miles in the immediate vicinity of this 
city. Mostly Mexican labor is em- 
ployed. About twenty-five tons are 
being gathered and stored daily. Thus 
far over four hundred tons have been 
supplied according to the terms of the 
contract. The industry is proving a 
boon to this section, and rumors are 


- rife of additional plants being erected 


in New Mexico and Arizona. Arrange- 
ments are being made for the cultivation 
of the root on an extensive scale; hun- 


. dreds of acres are to be devoted to that 


purpose. Interested parties have even 
gone sofar asto secure concessions 
from the Mexican government for the 
digging of the root on Mexican soil.”’ 

The ‘‘outskirts of town’’ mentioned in 
the following are in the condition of 
nearly the whole mesa south of Willcox. 
Says the Stockman of that town: 
“A subscription was taken up yester- 
day for the removal of bodies of dead 
animals lying inthe outskirts of town. 
It is believed that this is causing con- 
siderable of the sickness now in town.’’ 

An Arizona editor is now charged 
with the nomination of President-elect 
Cleveland. The Prospector says: 

““C. M. Bruce relates to the Prospector 
a story told him by one of the Tammany 
braves whom he chanced to meet on a 
recent trip to Nevada. - After breakfast 


a number of gentlemen adjourned to 
the sin perm "ok of the sleeper to 
enjoy thoir Havanas. Mr. Bruce was 
there, and after on exchange of good 
mornings, conversation about Cleve- 
land’s nomination came up. Finding 
that Mr. Bruce was from Arizona, he 
asked him ifhe knew an editor down 
there by the name of L. C. Hughes, 
which was answered in the affirmative. 
The gentleman then related the follow- 
ingg story: ‘Il am,’ he said, ‘a loyal 
memb.r of Tammany Hail and went to 
the Chicago convention in Hill's in- 
terests. On the tirst and only ballotthe 
poll haa reached Arizona and wé saw 
that unless the Arizona delegation ~and 
two members of New Mexico did not 
vote against Mr. Cleveland he was a 
winner, and we concentrated our forces 
on Hughes, who had a pocket full of 
proxies.’ 

«The confusion was se great just at 
that moment that the call of Arizona 
could not be heard. We tried to get at 
Hughes, but every time a Hill delegate 
would approach him he would jump up 
on his seat and wave a flag and shout 
for Cleveland. He acted like a crazy 
man. He was the most valyable man 
on the floor just then, and, n him, 
he broke us all up when he cast his 
votes for Cleveland.’ And he brushed 
the ashes from his cigar as he thought- 
fully said: ‘Who would have thought 
the nomination rested upon an Arizona 
editor?’ 

Of some deposits of beautiful marble 
the Prescott Courier sgvs: ‘J. H. Drew 
came in from the Walnut Creek coun- 
try, bringing with him some specimens 
from the marble quarry located by him 
in that section, one of the specimens, a 
slab 14x10x6 inches, weighing 135 
pound; the other, a small square block, 
which can be seen at this office. 
Messrs. Wilson & Chase, of the Pres- 
cott Stone Cutting and Polishing Works, 
pronounce the specimefts variegated 
marble, and have given Mr. Drew orders 
for several large slabs of the rock. 
While nothing is yet known as to the 
depth of the deposit, it. shows a wide 
vein on the surface and can be traced 
fora long distance, cropping out ‘per- 
fectly white above the ground and be- 
coming variegated as depth is reach.’’ 

The Chiracahua Cattle Company will 
issue bonds to the amount of $100,000 
soon. A meeting of stockholders for 
that purpose will be held on the 16th. 

Tucson is well pleased that the Santa 
Cruz Water Storage Company’s_ en- 
gineers have reported favorably on the 
project of impounding the waters of the 
Santa Cruz River by the construction 
ofadam in the main channel of the 
river about four miles east of the town 
of Nogales. The time is not far distant 
when the southern portion of Pima 
county can boastof one of the most 
fertile and productive valleysin the 
United States, because water alone is 
necessary to make the upper Santa 
Cruz the garden of the earth. 

The cattle exodus continues. F. L. 
Ayers recently shipped from Ash Fork 
400 head of steers, .purchased in the 
Mogollon Mountains. 

On Monday and Tuesday two train- 
loads were loaded and sent forward, 
numbering 1080 head, from below Sol- 
dier Holes and the vicinity of Tombstone. 
They were shipped by Mr, Warren and 
consigned to Miller & Lux, Fairbault, 
Cal. 

On Wednesday one trainload—511 
head—of the Soldier Holes cattle went 
out, J. Sibbald being the purchaser, 
consigned to himself in California. 

On Thursday morning another train- 
loadtof 491 head from the Whitewater 
country and vicinity of Sulphur Springs 
were loaded, being part of J. Sibbald's 
purchase, and consigned as before. In 
the afternoon another partial train of 
eleven cars—317 ‘head—from the 
Whitewater was loaded and sent out, to 
be joined at Benson by four or five cars 
more of the Summic Ranch cattle. 
They were consigned to Miller & Jux, 
Winnemucca, Nev. Inthis lot of 347 
head there were no less than seventy- 
five separate brands, which was, per- 
haps, the worst mixed lot ever shipped 
from this point. It is accounted for by 
the fact that it is an understood ar- 
rangement in gathering to take in 
everything and djiispose of them for 
their owners. This plan saves much 
unnecessary work and makes a thorough 
sweep of steer cattle in the section 
gone over. 

Between now and the holidays there 
will at least five trains more go out, the 
cattle for which are now bei gath- 
ered. Spring time will find our ranges 
practically without cattle, 

Tom Hunter recently brought 100: 
calves from his Willcox range and put 
them in the pasture on his.ranch re- 
cently purchased below Solomonville. 
Henry Dial tells how. poor the calves 
were on Monday, as illustrating the 
condition of the range where they came 
from. Hesays that when they Ary to 
swim the ditch they are washed down 
to his place, where he bas a wire oy 
across it, and there they are cau 
Dial claims that he fished out six 
day morning. 

Fort Thomas, being now turned over 
to the Interior Department, will be sur- 
veyed within the next six months, then 
reported arid acted upon. Later the 
land will be sold at a minimun price of 
$2.50 per acre and in quantities of not 
less than 160 acres. 

Twenty-five men and seventeen teams 
are at work on the Rillito Canal. Part 
of the work is a cylinder 468 feet long. 
The canal is to be built under a new sys- 
tem of ditching hitherto untried in Ar- 
izona, and supposed to be peculiarly ap- 
plicable to the conditions existing in the 
Rillito. No scarcity of water is anti- 
cipated.
